Should Mr. Fraser be given an op- 
portunity of laying his proposition be- 
fore the city one of his first acts would 
be lo submit a blue print’ whieh would 
show the exact size of location of his 
plant as well as the location of his dis- 
tributing system. The plant which he 
would be prepared to instal in ine city 
would cost not less than $450,000 and 
his company would figure on expending 
at least $225,000 within five years, 


Any agreement which he would make 
with the city would provide that in the 
majority of cases, wherever possible, 
the lanes would be used in the laying 
of the distribution system, instead of 
the streets. The rate of $1.40 would 
only hald good for a certain quantily 
of gas delivered and when the amount 
consumed exceeded that amount. the 
consumer would have the benefit of a 
sliding scale of rates. He figures that 
in five years the city should be using 
75,080,000 feet per year and on that 
basis the consumer would. be paying 
about one dollar and thirty cents in- 
stead of $1.40 per thousand cubie 
feet.

The Penalty 
For Indifference 
Its Results 


That any two men of the thousand or so who refrained from 
voting yesterday might have defeated the Grand Trunk exemption 
bylaw, and thereby stopped at its inception the insidious system of 
special privilege known as exemption, is a fact which will-probably 
bother a good many minds for the next twenty-five years. 

When the Grand Trunk hotel comes to be built—as it would be, 
exemption or no—and when rival hotels five or ten years from now 
have to pay taxes on two, three or four thousand a front foot, while 
the G. T. P. enjoys a nice little rebate of about 75 per cent. of its 
taxes, there will be those of the citizens who will look back and 
reflect that had they not been too indifferent to vote on the 24th of 
April, 1911, the company would not have been accorded its immunity 
from taxation. Gare 

In citizenship, as in everything else, men are not punished for 
their sins, but by them. The penalty for indifference is the results 
of indifference, and every time in the next twenty-five years that the 
fact is referred to that the G. T. P. is enjoying immunity from taxa- 
tion, while othet business institutions are paying theirs, citizens who 
failed to vote will.be reminded of their failure to do so yesterday. 

‘Edmonton is the one town on the map which has lived up to 
the principle that there should be no discrimination in taxation. The 
vote of yesterday is the first time that a competing business has been 
given a special privilege. If it is the last, it will have at least served 
a good purpose by furnishing the ever-apparent object lesson.

dwelt upon the period of imperial ex- 
pansion which dated in a peculiar sense 
from the year 1775, when the exploits 
of British. adventurers and colonizers 
throughout the world, were beginning 
to bear fruit in a gradual widening of 
the sphere of influenee of British civ- 
ilization.  ‘‘Today,’? said Mr. Hender- 
son,"’ we are very close to the attain- 
ment of the ideal of a great empire 
governed in some degree by one head, 
by one governing body.’ In respond- 
ing Mr, Blythe referred to the legacy 
of free institutions handed down. to 
Englishmen of today by forefathers 
who purchased them with their life's 
blood. “As Englishmen,” he said, “we 
may claim to have added a little to the 
building up of another cornerstone 
tof the Empire, and we are intensely 
[lives of the country in which we now 
live.” 

Proposing “The Army ‘and Navy," 
A. M. Cameron made a plea for greater 
devotion to military pursuits, and de- 
clared that danger to the empire and to 
the people of the west, lurked in the 
undefended ports of the Pacifle coast.

“If anyone can be prouder of. this 
toast than an Englishman, it is a Gana- 
dian,’ said Col. Edwards, in rising to 
respond, “The South African war 
had shown that the sons of the moth- 
erland. had not degenerated on the 
Western Plains or under the Southern 
Cross. Col. Edwards appealed for a 
stronger volunteer force, “in the 
army or navy taken seriously in Can- 
ada?” he inquired, implying a negative 
reply. He quoted from the work of 
an American military writer in support 
of his contention that the protection of 
the American and Canadian Pacitie 
coast today is altogether inadequate, 
Major Jamieson spoke of the “Glorious 
small things that have gone to make 
the greatness of the British race,” and 
referred feclingly to the tragie death 
of Inspeetor Fitzgerald of the R. N.W. 
M. P. who on the outpost of Empire, 
had met-shis death while engaged in the 
Empire's work.
